Included  in  this  book  is  the  information  that  has  been 
obtained  on  the  Knapton  descendants,  a  lineage  chart 
?of  twelve  generations,  a  description  of  a  Knapton  coat 
^  of  arms,  and  an  index  of  family  members. 

Data  for  this  history  has  been  gathered  from  family 
"'Bibles,  from  public  libraries,  court  records  and  his¬ 
torical  societies  from  various  states,  from  inscrip¬ 
tions  in  cemeteries.  National  Archives,  census  records, 
*  public  records,  church  records  and  private  papers  of 
the  Earl  of  Harewood  in  England,  and  correspondence 
from  descendants  acquainted  with  the  facts  regarding 
^  their  own  branch  of  the  family. 

That  there  will  be  some  omissions  and  imperfections  in 
this  book,  is  inevitable,  but  we  venture  to  give  the 
facts  as  we  have  found  them  or  have  been  furnished 
them.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  serve  as  an  in¬ 
centive  to  the  generations  to  come,  to  keep  a  full 
and  accurate  record,  that  will  aid  any  future  histor¬ 
ian. 

We  offer  no  apology  for  treating  some  families  more 
fully  than  others,  equally  worthy  of  attention.  This 
is  due  to  the  material  furnished  us  by  some  member  of 
that  branch,  or  to  our  own  personal  knowledge,  while 
in  other  cases,  the  lack  of  these  compelled  us  to  be 
brief. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  invaluable  assistance 
given  us  by  relatives,  without  whose  help  this  genea¬ 
logy  could  not  have  been  written.  We  would  like  to 
especially  thank  Mr.  William  Eldon  Knapton,  who  made 
available  his  previous  work  on  the  Knapton  family, 
which  made  possible  the  completion  of  this  work  in  a 
much  shorter  time. 

In  closing  this  labor  of  love  and  devotion,  to  the 
memory  of  those  we  seek  to  perpetuate,  we  hope  that  in 
some  degree  we  have  served  faithfully,  and  to  the  best 

of  our  ability,  this  cause  in  which  we  are  so  interest¬ 
ed.

"Old  manufcripf  reveal  very  obvioufly  that 
mediaeval  men  could^t  fpell.  Very  few  of 
them  could  read*  either.  That’f  why  there 
wafn*t  any  point  in  painting  your  name  on 
your  armour  once  you  were  locked  up  infidel" 

Distinctive  emblems  were  painted  on  the 
shields  of  knights,  and  most  had  crests  on 
their  helmets  to  make  their  identity  plain. 
Mantles  worn  over  their  armour  were  embroid¬ 
ered  to  match  the  shield. 

Although,  the  Knapton  Blazon  is  described 
below,  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  is 
no  proof  that  any  member  in  this  genealogy 
is  entitled  to  claim  it.  The  College  of 
Arms  in  England  developed  rules  of  blazonary, 
and  a  code  governing  the  inheritance  of  coats 
of  arms.  These  vary  from  one  end  which 
allows  only  the  eldest  son  to  inherit  to  the 
other  extreme  that  allows  all  descendants 
of  the  original  grantee  to  inherit  the  Blazon. 

KNAPTON:  Or  a  cross  sable  charged  with  a 
cross  calvary,  crossed  at  the  top.  The 
crest  out  of  a  dual  coronet,  two  arms, 
dexter  and  sinister,  in  saltire,  each  hold¬ 
ing  a  scimetar  in  pale. 
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Honor  to  the  memory  of  our  fathers  1 
May  the  turf  lie  gently  on  their  sacred 
graves:  But  let  us  not  in  words  only,  but 
in  deeds  also*  testify  our  own  reverence 
for  their  names.  Let  us  imitate  what  in 
them  was  lofty  pure,  and  good.

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THE  KNAPTONS 


Our  branch  of  the  Knaptons  originated*  as  early 
as  is  known *  at  the  Village  of  Knapton*  three  miles 
west  of  York*  England*  in  the  parish  of  Accombo  Some 
Gazettier’s  place  it  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire* 
others  place  it  in  the  East  Riding,  In  1865  the  pop¬ 
ulation  was  93..,. .  There  are  at  least  two  other  villages 
of  Knapton  in  England*  one  in  the  parish  of  Wintringham* 
six  miles  northeast  of  New  Malton  in  the  East  Riding. 

The  other  village  is  located  near  the  sea  in  Norfolk 
County. 

According  to  A  DICTIONARY  OF  ENGLISH  AND  WELSH 
SURNAMES*  Bardsley  (1901)  the  name  Knapton  means  "the 
town  on  the  knap"  or  Knapp  and  Town. 

From  OXFORD  DICTIONARY  OF  ENGLISH  GENTRY  we  find  the 
spelling  changes  as:  Cnapeton*  Cnapetot*  Chenapetorp* 
Knapeton*  Knaptoft*  Knapthorp  and  Knapton.  From  the 
Hundred  Rolls*  we  find  the  following  spellings:  Estril- 
da  de  Knapeton*  Thomas  de  Cnapeton  and  Adam  de  Knapeton. 

Early  entries  of  the  family  name  appear  during  the 
time  of  William  the  Conqueror  and  is  mentioned  in  the 
Domesday  books e  The  earliest  book  is  dated  1086. 
Domesday  or  Doomsday  books  were  a  record  of  land  owner¬ 
ship*  state  of  cultivation*  area  of  cultivation  and  pop¬ 
ulation  at  that  time.

One  of  the  Knaptons  migrated  to  the  Wharf edale 
area  near  Otley  and  in  particularly  to  Wescoe  Hill,  in 
the  parish  of  Harewood,  where  they  remained  as  farmers 
on  the  Earl  of  Harewood  estate  for  a  period  of  over  M 
three  hundred  years*  Although,  there  are  no  Knaptons 
living  there  today,  the  Postmaster  rememembers  the  Knap¬ 
ton  name  there  not  many  years  ago* 

Wescoe  Hill  is  located  forty  miles  west  of  York, 
twelve  miles  north  of  Leeds  and  five  miles  east  of  Ot¬ 
ley  o  Near  here  are  the  villages  of  Huby,  Weeton,  Hare- 
wood  and  Dunkeswick  all  places  that  Knaptons  have  lived 
during  the  17th  and  18th  centuries •  This  area  has  been 
described  by  Karl  Baedeher  in  his  book  GREAT  BRITAIN  as  j 
"the  finest  of  the  Yorkshire  9  bales 9  and  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  valleys  in  England*"  Men  settling  in 
these  dales  were  called  dalesmen. 

The  first  entry  found  to  date,  in  this  area,  is  the 
marriage  of  "John  Knapton  of  the  p’ish  of  Kirby  0u9- 
blowes  and  Susanna  Peele  of  this  P9ish  were  maried  the 
xxth  day  Julie*"  This  was  taken  from  the  parish  regis¬ 
ter  of  Harewood  20  July  1636*  Unfortunately,  during 
this  period  pages  have  been  cut  or  torn  from  the  parish 
registers  leaving  gaps  in  time  of  baptisms,  marriages 
and  burials*  The  next  entry  is  the  marriage  of  Suana 
Knapton  and  Lorances  Batson  on  28  November  1661  at  the 
parish  of  Harewood*  She  could  be  the  daughter  of  this 
John  Knapton*  We  believe  that  this  John  Knapton  had 
issue  of  at  least  Susanna,  William  and  a  Francis* 

Before  beginning  the  genealogy  of  this  Knapton  fam¬ 
ily  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  since  Knapton  is  an 
unusual  name  in  this  country  that  there  is  at  least  one 
other  family  of  Knapton  from  near  London,  England  in  t: 
the  18009s,  that  came  to  America  about  the  same  time  as 
our  ancestor*  Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  this 
family  by  a  relative  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah*  No  con-  I 
nection  has  been  found  between  the  two  families  as  far 
back  as  1788.

In  1781  John  Knapton  replaced  John  Swale  as  a  rent 
payer  of  7  pounds  at  Weeton  and  Wescoe  Hill,  and  the 
cottage  rent  formerly  paid  by  John  Swale  is  paid  by 
Widow  Swale.  In  1786  more  land  was  added  to  his  farm 
aadd:ihisrrahtiimcreasedtto335^pQuhds .  In  the  1796  Survey, 
Valuation  of  the  Estate  of  Edward  Lord  Harewood,  his  farm 
is  described  as:  “The  buildings  consist  of  a  Stone  and 
Slate  small  Farm  House  -  a  New  Stone  and  Slate  Barn  - 
with  a  Stable  and  Cowhouse  under  the  same  Roof  -  Cart 
House,  Pigs  Cots  etc.  -  All  tight  and  in  Good  Repair. 
Also,  a  Hovel  Stone  and  Thatch  in  Hut  Close.  Seventy 
seven  acres  and  eighteen  perches.  Let  from  Lady  Day 
1797  for  12  years  at  the  Rent  of  seventy  pounds.” 

John  Knapton  was  still  in  possession  of  this  “Knap¬ 
ton  Farm"  in  1811. 

According  to  EARLY  SETTLERS  AND  PROMINENT  PEOPLE  OF  i 
WISCONSIN  John  Knapton  died  at  the  age  of  79  years  in 
1834/35*  The  same  source  indicates  that  his  wife  Mary 
(Swale)  Knapton  was  a  member  of  the  Wesleyan  Society  for 
76  years  and  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  96  in  1842/43.

WILLIAM  KNAPTON  (1A3C5) 

Born  17  July  1767*  at  Huby*  near  Otley*  England* 
the  son  of  John  and  Hannah  (Collet)  Knapton.  Baptized 
12  August  1767.  Married  Grace  Huddleston  on  6  Nov¬ 
ember  1787  at  the  parish  of  Kirby-Overblow .  She  was 
the  only  daughter*  born  1766*  of  Isaac  Huddleston  of 
Bogoridge  Farm.  Her  father*  s  farm  belonged  to  the 
Fawkes  Estate  of  Farnely  Hall*  about  lg  miles  north¬ 
east  of  Otley.  (Here  is  an  extensive  and  admirable 
collection  of  works  such  as  Lord  Cromwell*  s  watch  and 
sword*  Fairfax* s  drum  and  sword  and  other  relics  of 
the  Civil  War) . 

It  is  not  kncwn  where  William  Knapton  lived  after 
his  marriage  until  he  inherited  the  Wescoe  Hill  Farm 
from  his  father  in  1795 .  At  this  time  he  evidently 
moved  back  to  Wescoe  Hill  since  his  children  born  af¬ 
ter  1795  were  baptized  in  the  parish  of  Harewood. 

The  Wescoe  Hill  Farm  is  described  in  the  1796  Sur¬ 
vey  of  the  Estate  of  the  Earl  of  Harewood  as?  "The 
buildings  consist  of  a  Stone  and  thatched  House*  old 
and  in  bad  repair  -  A  Barn  and  a  Range  of  Buildings* 
used  as  Stables*  Cowhouses  etc.  -  Pig  Cots  and  Hovels. 
All  very  old  and  in  bad  condition.  Consisted  of  38 
acres*  1  rod*  13  perches.  Let  to  William  Knapton  from 
Lady  Day  1797  for  12  years  at  the  Rent  of  55  Pounds,” 
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William  Knapton  died  25  January  1845  and  his  wife  on 
29  August  1845,  both  probably  at  Wescoe  Hill.

WILLIAM  KNAPTON  (1A3C5F) 

Born  20  December  1797*  the  son  of  William  and 
Grace  (Huddleston)  Knapton.  Probably  born  at  Wescoe 
Hill*  near  Otley,  England.  Married  Jane  Carmley  in 
1821,  at  the  Doncaster  Church,  the  youngest  daughter 
of  John  and  Margaret  (Joy)  Carmley.  She  was  born  4 
December  1801,  at  Oberton  Hall  near  Sheffield,  England. 
Her  ancestors  reportedly  came  from  near  Carmley  in 
Ireland  in  the  16th  century.  She  had  three  brothers 
and  a  sister.  One  of  her  brothers  was  the  chief  of 
police  in  Barnsley  for  forty  years  according  to  EARLY 
SETTLERS  AND  PROMINENT  PEOPLE  OF  WISCONSIN.  Mr.  0.  E. 
Gilfillan,  Town  Solicitor  of  Barnsley,  writes  that 
there  is  no  record  in  Barnsley  to  this  effect.  Jane 
(Carmley)  Knapton  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  according  to  the  same  source. 

William  Knapton  was  a  tobacconist,  learning  his 
trade  near  Leeds,  England.  He  first  started  into 
business  in  Newark-on-Trent,  in  Notts,  from  there  he 
went  to  Doncaster  in  Yorkshire  where  he  kept  a  pro¬ 
visional  store,  from  1822  to  1833 .  In  1833,  he  took 
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a  farm  at  Bramhope  and  in  1840  he  moved  back  to  Otley 
and  opened  a  provisional  store,  in  which  business  he  was 
engaged  until  1848  when  he  disposed  of  his  property  v’ 
which  included  seven  houses.  He  left  for  America  on  17 
April  1848.  Arriving  at  Liverpool  on  25  April  1848,  he 
purchased  passage  for  himself  and  his  family,  consisting 
of  his  wife  and  nine  children,  his  son*  s  wife  and  one 
grandson,  paying  100  pounds  for  the  passage.  Two  child¬ 
ren  had  died  and  one  had  married  and  remained  in  England 
They  left  England  on  an  emigrant  ship  called  the  Oregon. 
After  a  stormy  passage  of  five  weeks  and  three  days  they 
landed  in  New  York,  2  June  1848.  (According  to  a  copy 
of  the  passenger  list  of  the  Oregon,  there  were  28  pas¬ 
sengers  on  the  house  in  the  deck  and  309  in  steerage  of 
which  9  were  stowaways.  William  Knapton  and  his  family 
are  listed  as  "Naptin",  Several  of  the  ages  are  incor¬ 
rect  and  Joshua  is  listed  as  "Joseph11.  Four  of  the 
passengers  died  on  the  voyage  &  all  infants.  The  pas¬ 
sengers  were  from  England,  Wales,  Ireland,  Scotland,  Isl< 
of  Mann.  All  were  bound  for  the  United  States  and  Cana¬ 
da. 


The  day  following  their  arrival  in  New  York,  they 
sailed  up  the  Hudson  river  to  Albany  and  then  by  canal 
to  Buffalo.  From  there,  by  way  of  the  great  lakes,  they 
went  to  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  where  they  landed  after  a 
six  day  voyage.  They  remained  here  for  eleven  days, 
while  his  son,  John,  and  one  Thomas  Fallows,  of  Manches¬ 
ter,  England,  went  some  seventy  miles  into  the  interior 
prospecting  for  land. 

In  the  town  of  Medina  (Marshall)  Wisconsin,  Dane 
County,  they  bargained  for  a  pre-emption  right,  of 
Nathan  Larabee’s,  for  160  acres,  and  paid  $50.00.  They 
returned  then  to  Milwaukee  and  paid  the  U.  S.  Government 
$200.00  for  the  same  piece  of  land. 

On  26  June  1848,  they  left  Milwaukee  in  two  wagons 
and  were  three  days  meandering  through  forest  and  mud 
holes,  reaching  their  new  home  on  28  June  1848.  They 
obtained  lodging  at  Woodard9 s  for  four  days  and  nights, 
being  compelled  to  sleep  in  a  log  stable,  and  during  l  J 
the  whole  time  it  rained,  accompanied  by  thunder  and 
lightning.  Many  of  the  articles  which  they  brought  from 
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England  were  ruined. 

They  hauled  lumber  from  Milford*  and  cut  logs  to 
put  up  a  house*  but  the  Larabees*  of  whom  there  was  a 
"gang”*  refused  to  stick  to  their  bargain*  and  demand¬ 
ed  $100.00  for  their  claim*  which  was  rejected.  The 
Larabees  then  drove  the  Knapton  party  from  the  land  by 
force.  Then  they  bought  forty  acres  in  Section  7*  with 
a  house*  and  six  acres  broken*  for  $140.00*  from  the 
heirs  of  Daniel  Moore*  and  the  family  lived  there  until 
December  1852.  The  Larabees  having  no  legal  claim  on 
the  160  acres*  the  Knaptons  took  possession  of  the  land* 
and  built  a  house.  They  moved  into  it  in  the  winter  of 
1852. 


For  seven  years  the  times  were  very  hard*  there 
was  but  very  little  money  in  the  country*  and  if  a  man 
had  to  borrow  money  he  was  compelled  to  pay  25  per  cent* 
In  many  cases*  50  per  cent.  Prices  of  everything  were 
very  low.  A  good  cow  could  be  purchased  for  $10.00  and 
a  yoke  of  oxen  for  $40.00.  Land  could  be  bought  for 
less  than  the  improvements  cost.  The  Knaptons  strug¬ 
gled  on  and  became  well  trained  in  the  life  of  the 
American  pioneer  and  were  hardy  settlers. 

William  Knapton  died  on  28  January  1858.  His  wife 
Jane  died  in  1884*  Both  are  buried  in  the  Deansville 
Cemetery  at  Marshall*  Wisconsin.  The  following  obitu¬ 
ary  of  Jane  Carmley  Knapton  appeared  in  the  local  paper  i 
"Died  in  the  town  of  Medina*  Dane  County*  on  the  9th 
inst.*  in  her  eighty-third  year  of  age*  Mrs.  Jane  Knap¬ 
ton*  relict  of  the  late  William  Knapton.  Mrs.  Knapton 
retained  all  her  mental  faculties  up  to  the  time  of 
death.  Fourteen  years  ago  she  received  a  fall*  which 
dislocated  her  hip*  she  has  been  obliged  to  use  crutch¬ 
es  since.  She  was  of  stalwart  form*  being  six  feet 
tall.  .....all  of  her  children  were  at  her  funeral  ex¬ 
cept  one  daughter.  She  is  living  in  Portland*  Oregon. 
....The  Rev.  Joseph  Bolton  preached  her  funeral  sermon* 
and  also  Mr.  Knapton1  s*  twenty-six  years  ago.  The 
Knaptons  are  of  a  very  old  family*  they  having  lived 
on  the  Earl  of  Harewood  Estate  in  the  West  Riding  of 

Yorkshire  for  more  than  three  hundred  years  and  has  a 
cousin  on  the  same  farm  at  the  present  time.  Mrs. 
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Knapton  was  a  kind  and  affectionate  mother,  those  (page 
was  torn  here)  her  counsel  need  not  err."

MARY  ANN  KNAPTON  (-1) 

Born  13  October  1822,  at  Doncaster,  England,  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Jane  (Carmley)  Knapton .  Bap¬ 
tized  23, December  1822  at  St.  George  Church,  Doncaster. 
Came  to  America  with  her  parents  and  son  in  1848.  She 
resided  with  her  parents  and  along  with  her  brother 
Joshua  she  helped  care  for  her  mother  and  invalid  sis**  i| 
ter,  Sarah.  Mary  Ann  died  21  July  1901  and  is  buried 
in  the  Deansville  Cemetery  at  Marshall,  Wisconsin. 

The  following  is  from  the  obituary  of  Mary  Ann  Knap¬ 
ton  in  the  local  papery  "In  memoriam  of  Mary  Ann  Knapton 
who  died  of  sunstroke  on  Sunday  July  21st,  1901.  She 
went  out  to  feed  the  chickens,  and  after  about  twenty 
minutes  was  found  by  Alta  Knapton  lying  on  the  ground  in 
a  senseless  condition.  She  lived  about  an  hour  after 
she  was  carried  into  the  house.  The  funeral  was  held  on 
Monday  afternoon  at  the  home.  Rev.  0.  P.  Christian 
preached  the  sermon.  Interment  was  made  in  the  Deans¬ 
ville  cemetery  beside  her  father  and  mother.  ....This 
is  the  first  death  to/break  the  ranks  of  the  ten  child¬ 
ren  (that  came  to  America)  after  living  in  the  town  for 
more  than  fifty-three  years.  Mary  Ann  was  a  member  of 
the  M.  E.  church,  but  since  her  mother8 s  death,  seven¬ 
teen  years  ago,  owing  to  the  care  of  her  sister,  Sarah, 
has  not  been  able  to  attend  church.  ...The  family  has 
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been  spared  without  a  break  in  their  ranks  a  very  ex¬ 
tra-ordinary  length  of  time,  but  it  canft  be  many 
years  before  they  must  all  pass  away."

ROBERT  KNAPTON  (-1A) 

Born  5  October’  1843$.  Bramhope,  England,  near  Ot- 
ley,  the  son  of  Mary  Ann  Knapton.  Came  to  America 
with  his  mother  and  grandparents  in  1848.  On  4  Jan¬ 
uary  1864  along  with  his  Uncle,  Joshua  Carmley  Knap¬ 
ton,  he  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  Company  A  of  the 
14th  Regiment  of  Wisconsin  Infantry  Volunteers  at 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  for  a  term  of  three  years,  Later 
he  was  transferred  to  Company  A  of  the  29th  Regiment 
on  12  July  1863 .  He  was  mustered  out  with  his  com¬ 
pany  9  October  1865,  at  Mobile,  Alabama.  At  the  time 
of  his  enlistment  he  was  20  years  of  age,  single,  grey 
eyes,  dark  hair,  light  complexion,  5 9  11"  in  height 
and  a  farmer  by  occupation. 

Robert  Knapton  married  Frances  White,  the  daughter 
of  John  Thomas  and  Lydia  (Haight)  White  at  Medina, 
Wisconsin  19  March  1867.  She  was  born  15  September 
1850  at  Medina,  Wisconsin.  The  day  after  their  wed¬ 
ding  they  started  for  Iowa  with  a  team.  They  resided 
in  Buchanan  County,  Iowa  and  Harrison  County,  Missouri 
Under  the  date  of  24  November  18?1,  there  is  a  trans^ 
fer  of  land  from  Andrew  and  Lucy  Holden  to  Robert 
Knapton  in  Harrison  County  for  $200.00  for:  All  of 
the  North  Half  of  the  Southeast  Quarter,  and  the  South 
west  Fourth  of  the  Northeast  Quarter  of  Section  30 , 
Township  66,  Range  26.  They  returned  to  Marshall, 
about  1873/74*  to  handle  his  deceased  father-in-law5 s 
estate  • 

In  1884*  they  moved  to  Athol,  South  Dakota  where 
they  first  lived  on  a  claim  65  miles  west  of  Athol  in 
Faulk  County.  From  this  date  until  1929,  there  are 
several  purchases  and  sales  of  land  in  Spink  County 
South  Dakota.  He  retired  in  1910  and  built  a  large 
house  in  Athol. 
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On  22  April  1912,  his  wife  Frances  Knapton  died  and 
was  buried  at  Athol,  South  Dakota.  Later  Robert  Knapton 
went  to  live  with  his  daughter,  Frances  Alfretta  Cutler, 
in  Brookings,  South  Dakota  where  he  died  on  19  Septem¬ 
ber  1931*  age  87  years,  11  months  and  14  days.  He  is 
buried  at  Athol,  South  Dakota.

After  completion  of  this  job*  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Sheboyan  Falls  to  get  married. 

He  married  Marie  Augusta  Biersdorf*  27  June  1914* 
at  Sheboygan  Falls *  Wisconsin.  She  was  born  29  January 
1890*  of  parents  who  had  migrated  to  America  from  Ger¬ 
many.

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ISAAC  CHRISTOPHER  KNAPTON  (-8) 


Born  26  December  1828,  near  Bramhope,  England,  the 
son  of  William  and  Jane  (Carmley)  Knapton.  He  was 
baptized  at  the  Bramhope  Church,  Otley  Parish,  England. 
When  ten  years  of  age  he  came  to  America  with  his  par¬ 
ents,  settling  on  a  farm  in  Section  7*  town  of  Medina, 
Dane  County,  Wisconsin,  where  he  assisted  his  father 
in  clearing  the  land,  until  he  was  twenty-one  years  of 
age.  His  father,  having  a  large  family  and  being 
limited  in  means,  was  not  able  to  give  his  children  an 
education  such  as  he  would  like  to  have  done.  Isaac 
got  most  of  his  education  in  England,  and  received  only 
six  month* s  schooling  in  this  country. 

After  attaining  his  majority  he  worked  out  by  the 
month,  teaming,  at  $12.00  per  month,  which  occupation 
he  followed  through  the  winter.  On  1  March  1858,  he 
was  united  in  marriage  in  Medina,  by  Lorenzo  Hatch, 
Esq.,  to  Mary  Agnew,  daughter  of  Robert  Agnew,  who 
came  to  America  in  1853  from  the  Parish  of  Donaghee, 
Ireland,  twelve  miles  from  Belfast.  Mary  Agnew  was  born 
1  November  1840  in  the  County  of  Down,  Parish  of  Don- 
aghdee.  After  their  marriage,  they  lived  for  three 
years  on  a  rented  farm,  where  he  worked  it  on  the 
shares  until  1861. 

In  March  1861,  Isaac  purchased  80  acres  in  the 
town  of  Medina,  and  followed  breaking  in  the  summer 
and  threshing  in  the  fall  for  about  twenty  years.  In 
the  fall  of  1862,  he  rented  the  Agnew  farm  for  three 
years  and  in  1866,  he  purchased  93  acres  in  the  town 
of  Medina  for  $850.00.  In  18?8,  he  purchased  20  acres 
of  woodland  in  Deerfield.  Isaac  bought  the  Agnew  farm 
of  90  acres,  in  November  1883.  He  purchased  10  acres 
of  land  from  W.H.  Porter,  September  1895*  that  adjoined 
the  Agnew  farm  and  built  a  house  and  barn.  His  home 
was  known  as  "Mile  End*1 .

During  the  Civil  War,  Isaac  was  drafted  and  Daid 
$300.00  for  a  substitute.  In  a  succeeding  election  ob¬ 
jections  were  interposed  to  his  voting  because  he  had 
never  been  naturalized,  so  he  took  out  his  papers. 
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Isaac  Knapton  described  himself,  as  a  strict  tem¬ 
perance  man,  and  a  charter  member  of  the  Temple  of 
Honor  of  Marshall;  a  staunch  Republican,  He  was  a 
self-made  man,  and  but  few  had  a  more  successful  life* 
Late  in  his  life  he  owned  213  acres  of  fine  farming 
land  at  $60.00  per  acre  all  paid  for.  Isaac  further 
stated  that  he  had  a  one-ninth  interest  in  his  par¬ 
ents  homestead  which  was  valued  at  $10,000.00 
(c.  1900),  but  which  is  subject  to  a  life  lease  in 
favor  of  his  sister  Sarah, 

In  the  spring  of  1867 ,  he  was  elected  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measurers  for  his  town;  in  1868  he  was 
elected  Tcwn  Treasurer;  was  District  School  Clerk 
for  seventeen  years;  Deputy  Sheriff  for  three  years* 

In  the  spring  of  1871  he  was  elected  Assessor  of  the 
town  and  during  the  next  thirteen  years  he  held  that 
office  for  nine  terms;  was  Master  of  the  Marshall 
Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry*  During  the 
Blaine  Campaign  he  was  chairman  of  the  Town  Committee 
and  a  member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee*  A 
delegate  of  many  conventions,  among  them  the  first 
two  state  conventions  that  nominated  R.  M*  LaFolette 

c 

for  governor*  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
Farmers  Mutual  Protective  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
in  1873*  of  which  he  served  as  agent  from  its  begin¬ 
ning  and  was  Treasurer  for  four  years  and  Secretary 
for  five  years* 

Isaac  Knapton  was  author  of  a  chapter,  dealing 
with  the  Knapton  family  of  Medina,  Wisconsin  publish¬ 
ed  in  the  book  EARLY  SETTLERS  AND  PROMINENT  PEOPLE  OF 
WISCONSIN,  c*  1900*  Most  of  the  above  data  came  from 
this  book, 

Mr*  Robert  Agnew,  Isaac's  father-in-law,  settled 
in  Section  16  in  Medina.  He  was  bitten  by  a  rattle¬ 
snake  24  August  I860,  and  died  1  September  I860* 

Robert  Agnew' s  wife  was  living  with  the  Knaptons' 
at  the  age  of  86  on  2  October  1880,  and  was  the  old¬ 
est  person  in  the  town  of  Medina* 

Mary  (Agnew)  Knapton  died  in  1913*  and  Isaac 
Christopher  Knapton  died  in  1918.  Both  are  buried  at 
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the  cemetary  at  Marshall *  Wisconsin.

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PEOPLE  IN  WISCONSIN  states;  "Joshua  C.  Knapton  was 
a  staunch  Republican  and  always  strictly  loyal  in 
his  party  affiliations  until  1896 *  when  he  became  a 
Silver  Republican*  and  has  since  voted  with  the  party 
advocating  the  silver  cause.  He  is  not  a  member  of 
any  church*  but  has  always  given  them  his  support .  - 

"Mr,  Knapton  is  very  much  interested  in  music*  and 
aside  from  several  instruments  which  he  owns*  he  has 
a  fine  cabinet  organ  in  his  home*  on  which  he  plays* 
and  thus  passes  many  pleasant  hours.  The  writer  has 
known  Joshua  Knapton  from  boyhood  and  cheerfully 
bears  testimony  to  his  estimable  qualities  and  kind, 
generous  heart.  He  is  now  the  Supervisor  of  the 
town  of  Medina*  Wisconsin,  and  is  exhibiting  good 
judgement  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  his  town.  He 
is  a  man  who  is  universally  respected*  is  upright  in 
all  his  dealings*  and  a  worthy  citizen." 

Later  in  his  life  he  rented  his  farm  to  Harold 
William  Knapton  (-5H1).  Joshua  raised  lots  of  sheep 
and  claimed  that  there  was  no  piece  of  machinery  made 
that  he  couldnft  improve  on.  He  was  a  generous  man 
and  liked  to  fish  -  even  in  his  late  eighties.
